Balanced Budget 
Must Come First 


Public statements by GOP leaders,” 
including President-elect Eisenhower 
and Senate majority leader Robert A. 
Taft, underline the major legislative 
problem facing the new Congress—that 
of government spending and balancing 
the budget. For it follows as day fol- 
lows the night that taxes cannot be re- 
duced without cutting down on spend- 
ing and the incoming administration has 
promised tax reductions. 

Here, too, is where we run into a 
paradox. Everyone is in favor of tax 
cutting from the standpoint of his per- 
sonal pocketbook. However, when gov- 
ernment attempts to trim its budget, 
it’s quite a different story and for 
roughly the same reason. 

If they attempt to cut farm price 
supports, conservation payments and 
other agricultural aids, Congress im- 
mediately is labeled unfriendly to farm 
interests. If cuts are suggested in the 
military field, Congress is gambling with 
the security of the country. Severe cut- 
backs in spending bring the fear of de- 
pression to the forefront and local and 
sectional interests are bound to keep up 
the pressures for various government- 
aid projects. 

The best to be expected during the 
coming year is a gradual reduction in 
government spending that will even- 
tually bring the budget into line with 
revenues. Tax cuts should follow only if 
and when that revenue exceeds the rate 
of spending. As long as the budget re- 
mains at a figure between $75,000,000,- 
000 to $80,000,000,000, with a $5,000,- 
000,000 to $10,000,000,000 deficit, talk 
of tax cuts is’ unrealistic. 

~ ” ~ 

Today, due largely to former econ- 
omy drives that resulted in denuding 
the nation’s defenses, we are paying ab- 
normally high taxes. Roughly, 80 per 
cent of the national budget is going into 
defense, the Korean War, and paying 
the costs of past wars. It is easy to 
see that the economies of a few years 
ago that contributed to our present 
predicament were not economies at all. 
We were forced frantically to adopt an- 
other costly defense buildup over a short 
period because we had failed to spend 
adequate amounts over a longer period. 

During the coming year our arms 
production and defense production plants 
will begin to achieve a position adequate 
for minimum security of the nation. In 
1954, the defense program, barring new 
Koreas or an all-out war, will cost much 
less than in the peak year we are en- 
tering. The problem will be to arrive at 
expenditures deemed necessary to main- 
tain the nation’s armed forces at:a level 
the national security demands. 

However, that does not mean that we 
must put up with wasteful and extrava- 
gant practices. Waste and fat can be 
eliminated now, but the 83rd Congress 
is not likely to undertake any immediate 
program of reckless tax reductions un- 
til the budget can be trimmed. Spend- 
ing can be curbed some now and much 
more after defense goals are attained. 

Cuts in foreign aid are in the offing. 
In fact, many of the countries we are 
helping are now eager to stand on their 
own feet. Success in this field of ex- 
pense cutting will depend upon our 
trade policies—“trade not aid.” 

We are entering into a period of con- 
servative management of the nation’s 
finances. During that period gradual 
spending curbs will be the rule, followed 
by eventual tax cuts—unless the cold 
war with communism becomes hotter.

Even the President. 
Should Pay His Share 


President Truman may have had 
generous, even charitable, motives in 
proposing that tax exemption on the 
presidential expense account be con- 
tinued for his successor. However, 
along with Senator George and others, 
we look askance at the suggestion. 


The tax exemption allowed for the 


President, the Vice-President and the 


Speaker of the House was repealed at 
the last session of Congress, the repeal 
to be effective this January. 

After the repeal, as President, Gen- 
eral Eisenhower will get a $100,000 an- 
nual salary plus $50,000 for expenses. 
Vice-President Nixon and the House 
Speaker will get $30,000 plus a $10,000 
expense fund each. But the expense 
accounts will become subject to taxation 
as will those of members of Congress. 

That is as it should be. Those who 
levy taxes should feel the full pain of 
paying them, along with the rest of us. 


As servants of the people, our public 
officials should not be given a bréak on 
taxes unless the exemption is across the 
board, applying to all taxpayers from 
the White House to the most modest 
home in the suburbs.

recommendation from Mr. Acheson that an- 
other loyalty board of five be appointed to 
see if they can’t come up with some other 
decision. 


This is a strange technique with which 
to confront the people of the United States 
in the face of the crusade against Commiu- 
nists and Communist influence in the De- 
partment of State. 

In order to understand the peculiar se- 
quence of events in the Vincent case, it is 
necessary to know that the Department of 
State has its own loyalty and security board, 
which cleared Mr. Vincent. Then the case 
came before the President’s loyalty review 
board in what is known as a “‘post-audit.’’ 
This system was established in order that a 
department would not be the final judge of 
the loyalty of its own personnel since most 
of the departmental boards are made up of 
officials who have known the accused or 
have a special interest in upholding the good 
name of their department. 

But now, after the President’s loyafty re- 
view board has rendered its verdict, the 
a of the State department goes to the 

resident and persuades him to allow an- 
other State department appointed board to 
advise him whether or not to accede to the 
verdict .of the President’s loyalty review 
board which recommended that Vincent be 
fired. There will, therefore, be no further 
opportunity for the President’s own loyalty 
review board to review the new proceeding. 

The new board or panel to consider the 
Vincent case consists of eminent men, but 
they are requested to give their advice to 
Mr. Acheson, whose term as Secretary of 
State expires in about two, weeks. Can any 
panel give thorough examination to this 
case in that brief time? 


The inference is inescapable that neither 
President Truman nor Secretary Acheson 


dared to affirm a decision which meant that 


a high foreign service official was influential 
in steering American policy in China the 
wrong way. 

When the new President and Secretary 
of State come into office it will be incumbent 
upon them to make public the examiner’s 
report, if nothing else. Mr. Acheson has 
chosen on his own initiative to analyze the 
testimony and to give a one-sided impres- 
sion. The American people are entitled to 
know both sides.

were voting for. Voters obviously were 
seeking something fresh, something vital in 
the case of both parties; but in Congress 
they look now. upon a long familiar pattern. 

What might be called the ‘Eisenhower 
wing”’ of the Republican Party, represent- 
ing that popular upsurge that nominated 
him rather than Senator Taft, is in the mi- 
nority in the 83rd Congress. The people, 
including many Democrats, voted for Gen- 
eral Eisenhower. What they get in Con- 
gress is Senator Taft. 

Likewise, what might be called the ‘“‘Ste- 
venson element”? of the Democratic Party, 
which certainly was preponderant in the 
27,000,000 votes the Democratic candidate 
received, is much in the minority in Con- 
gress so far as power and voice are con- 
cerned. 

They voted for Governor Stevenson and 
the political and economic progressivism he 
espoused. What they get now in Congress 
is control and leadership by Southern Demo- 
crats, a majority of whose leaders either 
did not raise a hand for him or gave him 
only lip service and sat by idly to see Gen- 
eral Eisenhower roll up a tremendous vote 
in most Southern states that was enough 
to topple some of them over into the Re- 
publican column.

Right to Strike Called ‘Not Sacred’ 
When Unfair Advantage Is Sought 


NEW YORK—In principle, a “‘strike’’ is 
a stoppage of work by two or more individ- 
uals to obtain an advantage for themselves. 
They may not deserve that advantage. They 
may defiantly declare they are seeking to 
gain an unfair advantage. A Bs 
Yet our people, in our 
present unfortunate habit 
of thought, will still agree 
they have. a right to 
strike. Some educated 
persons sincerely believe 
the right to strike is a 
sacred moral right, but 
that contention is easily 
demolished. 


We are always confus- 
ing ourselves by picturing . 
mass insurrections as strikes. We forget the 
pure strike is simply a concerted, peaceful 
stoppage of work willingly engaged in by all 
the individuals concerned. 

The contrast between that naive picture 
and the frightful riots which now constitute 
the actual reality, shows how far off the 
beam we have wandered. This confusion 
was planned by the Roosevelt-CIO forces in 
the period up to 1940. Our press, which has 
an obligation to keep its head and provide 
wise, brave leadership, even against emo- 
tional tumults and intimidation by tax vul- 
tures, failed in this great crisis. It is still 
sadly recreant on the whole. 

The strike now means picket lines of 
threatening men and, often, women, too, 
armed with a variety of dangerous weapons. 
Though the strikers do not use these weapons 
to the full or at all, the fact they do carry 


‘ 


clubs, metal bars and tire chains constitutes 
criminal guilt. 

If I say to you, ‘‘Don’t try to cross that 
sidewalk or I will knock your brains out with 
this club,’’ I am just as guilty of striking you 
as though I had actually done so. The as- 
sumption is that my threat frightened you 
so that you surrendered your lawful right 
to cross that sidewalk. Beyond that side 
walk by failing to cross it, you have lost 
your job, your earnings, your right to work 
at lawful toil. I won the situation by resort 
to a crime. 

All mass picket lines are criminal insur- 
rections, a term promulgated by the late 
Roosevelt himself, when it suited his pur- 
pose to condemn a strike that was imped- 
ing his course. We were hurrying produc- 
tion of war planes in a factory at Inglewood, 
Calif. The Communists of the CIO, who at 
that time were maintaining a military alli- 
ance with Nazi Germany, tried to stop pro- 
duction of planes for Britain. Roosevelt 
turned out the 15th U. S. Infantry to open 
holes in the pickét lines. He used the term 
“‘violent insurrection’’ and it was quite ap- 
propriate. However, that crime called for 
prosecution and Roosevelt dodged the issue. 

The onty legitimate purpose of a picket is 
to advertise a grievance. The right to 
picket has been put forth only as an ex- 
tension of the freedom of expression. No 
attempt ever has been made to justify mob 
violence or mass picketing on the ground 
that strikers have a right to prevent strike- 
breakers or non-strikers from going to work. 
Excuses have been offered, but not just 
reasons having moral value.

CHICAGO, Jan. 5—(INS)—For 12 days an estimated 24,000 
buyers will roam through 10 miles of showrooms in the American 
Furniture and Merchandise Marts here selecting home furnishings 
that will appear fn retail stores throughout the nation this spring. 


The winter home furnishings 
market, a semiannual show held 
by the industry, covers every- 
thing that goes into the home— 
furniture, bedding, floor cover- 
ings, television, radio and major 
appliances, lamps and draperies. 

A preview of the market 
showed that more than _ two- 
thirds of the furniture is con- 


temporary in style—more than 
twice as much as was shown 
before World War II. . 

The output of contemporary 
designers indicates a swing 
away from the extreme hairpin 
bend, bucket seat designs that 
once trademarked modern fur- 
niture. 

The trend appears to be to- 
ward smooth, uncluttered but 


curved pieces which owe their 
basic allegiance to the Ameri- 
can Provincial period. 

Another influence that shows 
up strongly at the market is the 
use of wrought iron. It is being 
shown more and more as a base 
for upholstered furniture, partic- 
ularly in sofas which double as 
beds.
